LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  COMDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard- Times  of  July  51  states  as  follows: 

"Extra  staple  cotton  markets  have  been  somewhat  less  active  this  week 
but  buying  interest  has  continued  in  many  quarters,  even  though  actual 
trading  dropped  off  to  sporadic  odd  lot  trading,  especially  toward  the 
close  of  the  week. 

"Prices  have  stiffened  slightly  in  that  there  have  been  fewer  cut  price 
offerings  and  it  has  been  harder  to  shade  quotations,  even  with  a  firm 
bid.    This  applies  particularly  to  old  crop  prompt  shipment  cotton,  which 
is  readily  available,  however,  in  almost  any  quantity.

THE  CROP  IN  EGYPT 

"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  July  16,  1958,  contains  the  following 
dispatch  from  the  Alexandria  Commercial  Co.,  of  Alexandria,  dated 
July  8: 

The  favourable  weather  conditions  which  have  prevailed  during 
the  week  have  enabled  the  plant  to  make  normal  progress  .  Complaints 
reach  us  from  several  districts  envisaging  the  appearance  of  new 
egg-clusters,  but  the  efforts  put  forth  by  the  growers  for  their 
destruction  make  us  think  that  this  pest  will  not  cause  serious  damage. 

Flowering  is  general  nearly  everywhere,  and  fructification  has 
begun  in  the  South,  and  also  in  the  early  fields  of  the  Delta.  Water 
is  sufficient  everywhere.

"Weakness  in  cotton  futures  seemed  to  dampen  trading  enthusiasm  in 
extra  staple  cotton  markets  here  and  in  other  New  England  spot  cotton 
centers  during  the  past  week.    The  downward  trend  in  cotton  futures, 
following  close  on  the  government's  cotton  crop  report  the  first. of  the 
week  indicating  an  expectedly  large  yield,  killed  activity  in  cotton 
gray  goods  markets  and  in  cotton  yarn  markets,  and  left  little  incentive 
for  mills  to  place  commitments  for  further  raw  material.

THE  CROP  IN  EGYPT 

"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  August  20,  1958,  contains  the  following 
dispatch  from  the  Societe  Cotonniere  d'Sgypte,  of  Alexandria,  dated 
August  11: 

Although  weather  conditions  are  favourable,  yet  there  were  many 
complaints  as  to  the  distribution  of  the  water  supply.    In  some 
sections,  especially  in  Upper  Egypt,  it  is  feared  that  shortage  of 
water  will  result  into  forced  maturity  of  the'  plant.    Also  it  is  re- 
ported that  the  crop  has  suffered  from  the  great  humidity .that  has 
prevailed  during  the  last  fortnight;  a  noted  deterioration  was  marked 
here  and  there. 

In  some  advanced  sections  in  Upper  Egypt  picking  is  to  start  in 
about  ten  days,  but  picking  is  unlikely  to  become  general  before 
September . 

In  the  Delta,  boll  formation  is  increasing  rapidly.     It  is  noted 
that  this  season  the  plants,  generally  speaking,  are  smaller  than  normal.
